In claim 25, line 12, please add, omitting from the array of measurement 

points the at least one area of reduced light transmission and ignoring the 

optical quality of the glazing in the area of reduced light transmission.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-17 and 22-25 are allowed. 

As to claims 1 0, 22 and 25, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious omitting from the array of measurement points the at 
least one area of reduced light transmission and ignoring the optical quality of the 
glazing in the area of reduced light transmission, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the claim. Claims 2-9, 11-17, 23 and 24 are allowable by virtue of their 
dependency. 

The closest prior art reference of Guering et al. (5,694,479) discloses a method 
of forming a shadowgraph image of a glazing. 

However, Guering fail to disclose, teach or suggest omitting from the array of 
measurement points the at least one area of reduced light transmission and ignoring the 
optical quality of the glazing in the area of reduced light transmission.
